In Sheer Statistics the 13th Convention Was Impressive, but Its Real 
‘Success Was in the Maturity and Magnitude of Its Accomplishments 


Every Convention has its own char- 
acter, its undertones, the one thing 
that stands out to give it its own per- 
sonality, distinct from all others. 

The 13th Convention, held at the 
Shoreland Fiotel, Chicago, November 
8 through 14, was no exception. 

Most importantly, its distinguishing 
mark was not in mere statistics, im- 
pressive as they were—227 delegates, 
121 agenda items, a solid week of work. 

That all aside, the real highlight of 
the 13th Convention can be summed up 
in a sentence: ALPA’s maturity as an 
organization. 

That Hallmark was evidenced in the 
many progressive forward moves taken 
by the Convention; among them, to 
mention a few: 


By Ed Modes 


» The first dues decrease in the his- 
tory of ALPA. 


» The first positive retirement pro- 
gram and goal the Association has had 
in 23 years. 

» A flexible merger procedure policy 
that incorporates individual desires 
within established policy procedures. 

» A positive program to stabilize the 
financial structure and organization of 
the Air Line Pilots Association. 


Opened Nov. 8 
The first session, a night session, was 
held Monday evening and was devoted 
to officers’ reports, committee appoint- 
ments, and agenda assignments. 
In brief opening remarks, President 
Sayen reported on the State of the 


Association, some of the problems it 
had solved and some of the problems 
which were in the hands of this Con- 
vention. 

“Since the last Convention in 1952,” 
Sayen said, “the Association has in- 
creased its membership, has increased 
its assets, has increased the income and 
improved the rules and working condi- 
tions of the air line pilots it represents.” 


A Test Period 


The 13th Convention, he pointed 
out, really marked two years of testing 
ALPA’s reorganized structure. 


Referring to this, he stated: 


“ALPA’s Constitution and By-Laws 
were completely reviewed and revised

as the result of intensive investigation 
and‘ study by the Board of Directors 
and pilot committees beginning in 1950 
and culminating in the adoption of 
revised By-Laws and a reorganized 
Association structure by the Board 
of Directors in October of 1952. 
The revised By-Laws and reorganized 
structure have now been in operation 
for two years. On the whole, it is 
sound and the results have been fa- 
vorable. Some recommendations for 
change are being made to strengthen 
and streamline which will be consid- 
ered by this Convention. 

“On the whole, the present structure 
makes ALPA probably the most demo- 
cratic institution of its type in the 
United States. This is desirable. Every 
member of this Association should have 
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an opportunity to participate in the 
decisions which are made affecting his 
welfare.” 


How ALPA Serves Members 

The State of the Association and its 
accomplishments were generally sum- 
marized in a review of the services 
ALPA renders its members. 

“The Association,” Sayen said, “has 
steadily enlarged and increased the 
services it makes available to the indi- 
vidual member. Today ALPA makes 
available and performs many more 
services for its members than any other 
Association or union in American so- 
ciety.” 

Some of these services: 


* Negotiation and maintenance of 
employment agreements to provide him 
with rates of compensation, rules and

working conditions appropriate to the 
piloting profession. 

* Representation in the problems 
connected with the maintenance of his 
license as a pilot. 

* Representation in grievances he 
may file as a result of any action taken 
by his employer which may affect him. 

* Representation in any medical 
problems arising with his employer or 
the federal government licensing au- 
thorities. 

* Representation in cases involving 
civil penalties or license suspension or 
revocation actions brought against him 
for alleged violations of Civil Air Regu- 
lations. 

* Representation in actions brought 
against him by municipalities or states 
for infraction of aviation regulations. 
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* Kepresentation in mergers or con- 
solidation of air carriers to ensure that 
he (1) Shall have the opportunity to 
follow his job into the new company. 
2) Shall not suffer loss of compensa- 
tion or unusual expense in connection 
with the merger. (3) An opportunity 
to participate in the problems of in- 
ee tegrating seniority lists free of inter- 
ference by outside groups. 

* Political and legislative representa- 
tion locally and nationally on all sub- 
jects in connection with his professional 
life as a pilot or his membership in a 
labor organization. 

* Representation and _ participation . 
in technical and air safety subjects +. eee + ° 
which may affect his safety, the effi- 
ciency of his job or his welfare. 

* Representation from a public rela- 
tions view so as to maintain him and 
his profession in the most favorable 
public view. 

* Receipt of current information 
concerning his profession through 
ALPA publications.

Future Requirements 

Some of the things “fundamental to 
the continued strength and success of 
ALPA” were pointed out by the Presi- 
dent. 

These, with some excerpted com- 
ments, included: 

> Membership Participation: “The 
membership must be active, informed 
and must participate in elections and 
decision making . . . the membership a 
must not only be furnished with factual _—_W. T. Fletcher . . . W. W. Schultz . . . 
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and accurate information on which to 
base their decisions but they must also 
study and assimilate it so their interest 
must be stimulated . . . but they must 
impose self-discipline upon themselves 
when their own desires run contrary 
to the will of the majority.” 

>» Responsibility: “The Association 
must continue to enhance its reputation 
as a responsible spokesman for the air 
line piloting profession.” 

» Stability: “An effective institution 
must have continuity and stability in its 
functions. Sporadic participation in 
projects or activities does not make for 
progress. The Association must exist as 
a stable, consistent and responsible in- 
stitution capable of sustained effort in 
behalf of the profession.” 

» Intra-Association Problems: “The 
solution of internal problems within the 
framework of ALPA procedures 
strengthens the ability of the organiza- 
tion to represent the entire member- 
ship and advance the common good.” 

> Professional Respect: “It is impor- 
tant in the policy-making work of 
ALPA, every possible step be taken to 
insist that membership of this profession 
maintain the highest respect for it.” 


Secretary's Report 

The Secretary, F. A. Spencer, re- 
ported: 

“Active membership shows a steady 
growth since the last Convention. In 
number it rose from about 8,000 to a 
present total of 9,500, an increase of 
1,500 active members. The size of the 
Board of Directors has continued to 
increase. We have six more pilots (on 
the Board of Directors) than at the 
last Convention and there are on file 
several requests for additional Councils 
which would further increase the num- 
ber if such requests are granted.” 


Treasurer's Report 
The Treasurer’s report stated that 
“ALPA has prospered as a_ business

since the last Convention.” 

“The success of a business,” it was 
pointed out, “may be measured in part 
by the increase, if any, in the assets 
and cash position and in the benefits 
accruing to the stockholders (pilots) as 
a result of the existence of the organi- 
zation. The members of ALPA have 
prospered by the gains which have been 
made for them by the Association in 
the past two years in that their annual 
income has increased, and gains in 
rules and working conditions have re- 
sulted. The listed assets of ALPA also 
increased during this period. Despite 
an increase in members, an increase in 
activity, an increase in salaries and 
costs, and a major strike, through in- 
creased efficiency and planning the cost 
of operation of ALPA has been. held 
very close to that of previous years.” 


How Convention Operated 
The Convention was run on a Com-

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mittee plus floor-session basis, with the 
work flowing into the Committees as 
raw agenda items, then onto the floor 
as proposed resolutions where they 
were debated and finally acted upon. 

In action were 16 Convention Com- 
mittees and several special and standing 
Committees, some of the latter of which, 
for upwards of a year, had been study- 
ing their assigned problems and draft- 
ing a report. 

Although many resolutions were 
acted upon unanimously, decisions 
were not taken lightly. For instance, 
the retirement problem was threshed 
around in floor debate for more than 
a half day before being passed in final 
form; the merger problem was on the 
floor well over a day before being 
adopted. 

This was the process, item by item, 
until the final item was acted upon and 
the Convention adjourned at midnight 
Sunday. More than 100 items were on

the agenda when the Convention be- 
gan. Items submitted from the floor 
swelled this total to 121. Ultimately, 
8 were withdrawn, leaving a total of 
113 actively disposed of. 


Some Highlight Actions 

In addition to dues reductions, for- 
mulation of a merger policy, and an 
air line pilot retirement program, some 
of the more important actions taken by 
the 13th Convention were: 

» Revised the membership status and 
dues structure for members in supervis- 
ory positions. 

» Authorized expanded facilities for 
increased representation in Washington. 

>» Continued affiliation with the 
American Federation of Labor (AFL). 

> Went on record as favoring adop- 
tion of Universal Postal Union rates 
for the crediting of American Flag car- 
riers with mai! pay compensation.

>» Supported permanent certification 
for Local Service carriers.

» Authorized expanded employment 
agreement coverage on working con- 
ditions factors. 

> Reaffirmed the 8-hour flight rule 
standards with provisions to settle the 
current dispute. 

» Acted on numerous matters of air 
safety and operational policy. 

» Covered many internal matters of 
administration or policy clarification 
nature.

Perhaps the best and most accurate 
gauge of the success or failure of a 
Convention is in the impressions carried 
away by the delegates. 

On that basis, the 13th Convention 
rated way over on the “success plus” 
side of the ledger.
